W ashington, May 20.— The tu rn ­ 
ing point in the farm relief legisla­ 
tion fight was reached in the house 
today. 
Administration forces 
marshaled 
their full strength against the $375,- 
000,000 revolving fund provision of 
the Haugen price stabilization bill, 
the heart of the measure. 
Members 
of the farm bloc, who are supporting 
the bill, propose to reduce the fund 
to $175,000,000 and look 
for 
at 
tempts from the adm inistrative group 
to eliminate it entirely. 
Nearly all of the 
Pennsylvania 
delegation returned for 
the 
battle 
but some doubt was expressed that 
they would line up solidly with the 
administration forces. 
As a result 
of the defeat of Sen. Pepper, the ad­ 
ministration choice in the Pennsyl 
vania senatorial primaries, farm bloc 
leaders expected to gain recruits for 
the Haugen bill. 
W ith Pepper’s defeat, the Haugen 
people claimed th a t some 
of 
the 
delegation and 
many 
mid-western 
members who have been going along 
with supporters of the Tincher credit 
bill, would switch 
to 
the Haugen 
measure. 
The entire day will he consumed 
in thrashing out the revolving fund 
controversy.

bution of funds is about to begin.

day that livestock industries Would 
received$1,700,000 in federal aid for 
tubercular eradication work among 
cattle. About $200,000 will be spent 
in printing and distributing books 
on diseases of horses and cattle. 
Good roads, 3. necessity^ to i^fmei;s, 
will get $80,0ff0,000 from W e gov­ 
ernm ent next year.

So farmers can obtain livestock in­ 
formation and market news $37,402 
will be spent to expand department 
news service from

Money for study of every possible 
type of agricultural disease will be 
available next year and Jardine be­ 
lieves that through co-operation in 
this line the department will be able 
to save farmers millions of dollars.

. Governor Pinchot may be able -to 
furnish investigators with some in­ 
formation. 
He charged in a state­ 
ment to the United Press before the 
vote that fie had evidence that “ much 
more money is being spent than in 
any campaign I have ever seen in 
this state.’’ 
Clouds on the national 
political 
horizon first gathered when Frank 
L. Smith in Illinois defeated Senator 
McKinley for the republican senator­

court platform. Then came the Vare 
victory in Pennsylvania over Senat­ 
or Pepper, who

To accentuate these disturbances, 
Vare is priming himself as a coming 
wet leader of the republican party 
over Mellon in the largest republi­ 
can state in the Union.

London Daily Express published

dispatch from a Damascus correspon­ 
dent who quoted “semi-official’' sour­ 
ces in saying that 500 civilians and 
IOO rebels were killed and 300 houses 
destroyed In a French bombardment 
of the city on May 7. The Daily Ex­ 
press dispatch was dated 
May 
9, 
which wnH taken as indicating 
it 
may have been malled to avoid cen­ 
sorship. 
The Paris office 
of 
the 
United 
Press reported th a t a similar story, 
published on May 7 and May 8, was 
officially denied by the French for­ 
eign office. 
The report, as published by the 
daily express, said that women and 
children were among those killed In 
the bombardment and added 
that 
"the French casualties were approxi­ 
mately 20 killed and 30 wounded.” 
The dispatch said the trouble be­ 
gan on the night of May 8 when 
rebel Druse tribesmen 
attacked a 
French army post at 
Bobmousalla 
and killed 8 soldiers. 
It said 200 
rebels then took refuge in the MI- 
danor section of the city. 
On May 
7, 
the 
dispatch 
continued, 
3,000 
French troops surrounded the quar­ 
ters and demanded that citisens of 
the quarter surrender the rebels un­ 
der penalty of bombardment, giving 
the citizens 30 minutes in which to 
do so or leave the quarter. 
The dispatch added that the citi­ 
zens said they could not force the 
rebels to surrender.

guns, 
four 4.8 inch howitzers and 12 air­ 
planes were used in the 
bombard­ 
ment,” 
the 
dispatch 
continued. 
‘Shelling began at noon and con­ 
tinued unceasingly for

“ HOW IM) I KNOW THERE IS A GORI* 


It is good to get the angle of other people on such an im­ 
portant question as “How Do I Know There is a God?” 
Theo­ 
logians express their beliefs, people they instruct express their 
faith. It is well to hear from one who has made a study of na­ 
ture and is able to express his thoughts in beautiful language. 
Jack Miner is a Canadian naturalist. He is kind to birds and 
animals and near Kingsville, Ontario, bas a wild bird faim. 
Ho 
well has this functioned that the Canadian government recently 
granted him 1,500 acres for further use. 
Last year Mr. Miner 
fed the wild birds making a refuge at his farm close to .‘>,500 
bushels of corn. 
Utilizing his knowledge of feathered creatures, he pointed to 
his experiences as definite proofs of immortality and the* existence 
of God. As quoted from the address he delivered, Mr. Miner said 
in part: 
‘‘I have not learned from books, but from life*. 
I have seen 
the rabbit change the color of his fur from brown to white just 
before the fall of snow. 
Invariably this happens within three 
days of snowfall, in my experience, and I do not think it is a 
mere circumstance. After the snow is on the ground the rabbits 
are invisible, protected by God’s forethought. 
“I have watched the moose carrying their great antlers dur­ 
ing the mating season, when they travel alone and in pairs and 
need weapons to fight off their enemies. 
But when the winter, 
hunger season, comes on and wolf packs and other hunting crea­ 
tures of the wild come after them, they lose their antlers. 
Why? 
Because the odds against them are so great they must go in herds 
into the deep brush. 
The large antlered males could not do this 
unless their antlers fell away. So God cares for them. 
“The wild geese are clannish, keeping to their own families 
‘ through many generations. I have tested them by taking the eggs 
from a nest and hatching them artificially, then turning the gos­ 
lings out among others where the parents are. 
They never fail 
to identify their own. This is not blind chance.” 
Animals are intelligent in a way, as maintained by Miner, 
and not guided solely by instinct. The spirit of kindliness makes 
friends with animals and birds.

G o v e r n o r T h e o d o r e CHRISTIANSON, in his proclamation of 
Memorial Day as a day for public devotion to soldier dead of the 
republic, calls for a general observance of the purposes of I lie day. 
“For more than three score years,” the proclamation reads, 
“there has been designated each year a day sacred to the soldier 
dead of the republic. 
Minnesota was the first state to offer aid 
to the union in the time of the nation’s greatest crisis, and in 
other and later wars she has never shirked the heat of battle. 
It 
is therefore meet that in Minnesota, the attention of the people 
should be called especially to the sacred duties of Memorial Day. 
“Now, therefore, I, Theodore Christianson, governor of the 
state of Minnesota, do hereby proclaim that inasmuch as May 30, 
1926, occurs on the Sabbath day, Monday, May 31, may in lieu 
thereof be observed by the people of this commonwealth with 
proper exercises in honor of the sacred dead, and is hereby desig­ 
nated Memorial day. 
“The relentless hand of time has taken increasing toll of our 
soldiers. 
One by one they have joined the innumerable host of 
those who have marched to their final camp. 
Thus our sari priv­ 
ilege of tendering respect and reverence is even greater than be­ 
fore. Let us, on this occasion, join hands with those men in blue 
and drab and khaki who still are with us and see that the graves 
of those who are gone beyond the sunset are fittingly beautified 
with flowers and flags, emblematic of tile promise that in the na­ 
tion’s memory, they shall never die. 
“Let hospitals and homes where afflicted soldiers are housed 
be visited, that the living may enjoy that honor and appreciation 
which is their due. 
“In public exercises to be held throughout the state, let recog­ 
nition be accorded the accomplishments of our patriots in all the 
nation’s wars. 
Let the day be devoted to the memory of those 
to whom no sacrifice was too great in their country’s time of 
supreme need.”
